To produce the 
spark the automobile was equipped 
with an electric ignition system, the 
coinponent parts of which were bat- 
tery, commutator, switch, spark coil, 
spark plug, wire and spark advance 
lever. Many cars of the.period from 
1908 to 1907 used a double battery 
system so that should the dry battery 
run out, the storage battery was ready 
to give the necessary power to keep 
the vehicle running. In the automo- 
bile of to-day the same idea is carried 
out in a much simplified form, but 
the basic idea remains unchanged. 

In describing the spark plug of 
1906. the Cleveland Automobile In- 
stitute says: “The spark plug is so 
constructed that, when energy reaches 
it from the batteries, the energy 
jumps a gap between the platinum 
points of the plug in the cylinder. 
When this jump occurs, a flash of 
flame bridges the gap. And, since 
this flame takes place in the cylinder 
at the exact moment when the cylin- 
der is charged with compressed gas, 
the flame ignites the gas and causes 
its combustion and expansion.”

The yield of grain in Eastern 
it increased 


Canada, and especially in the Mar- 
itime Provinces, depends to a great 
extent upon the time of seeding in 
the Spring. In other words, the 
earlier ‘the ground can be prepared 
and the seed sown, the better are 
the chances for a good crop. 

The cost of “production is also a 
big factor in successful grain pro- 
iuction and the lower this is, with- 
out sacrificing ‘returns, the more 
successful is the farmer. An ex- 
periment has been under way for 
five years at ‘ the Nappan Experi- 
mental Farm, testing different cul- 
tivation methods of sunflower 
ground = for oats. The five year 
average yield of grain on the plots 
plowed shallow in the spring, is 
63.2 . bushels, Plots which were 
disked in the spring, (not plowed), 
gave an average yield” of 69,6 
bushels, or 6,3 bushels more grain 
at a much lower cost. None of 
these plots received any autumn 
treatment. Plets which were plowed 
in the fall gave a yield of 63 5 
bushels ‘and others, ribbed in. au- 
tumn, 63.8 bushels, From these 
data we see that. the cheapest 
and quickest ; preparation of 
seed bed. gave  consideravly higher 
‘yields than did the more expensive 
and slower methods usua'ly follow- 
ed by the farmers in Bastern. Can- 
ada.

A Touch of Lemon! 


How many women are aware of 
ithe magic properties of lemon used in 
connection with meat or fish It has 
a characteristic not possessed, by any 
other seasoning, for it submerges ite 
own identity and acta as an intensifier 
of the best flavor in roasta, poultry 
and all forma of sea food. 

This is a fact well known by first 
class butchers, especially in the case 
of roast beef. The good housekeeper 
orders her Sunday roast a week ahead, 
that It may be fully seasoned. Then 
when the meat man trims and shapes 
it he rubs it all over with the juice of 
a lemon. This takes away the season- 
ed taste and brings out as nothing 
else can the fine taste of the beet. 

Now that warmer weather ts at hand 
the housewife should only very o¢ea- 
sionally keep the oven going for rc 
ing purposes. Probably she will , i 
she is a‘wise woman, plan a series of 
menus where.nourishing and appetis- 
ing cold dishes give the cook stove 
and herself a much needed rest. 

But here again lemon proves a use 
ful friend, for {t gives the necessary 
tang to molded chicken, tunna fish, 
salmon and shrimps.

Closing House 


Preparing for a vacaion in the sum- 
mer may be a mere matter of pack- 
ing but your thrifty housewife knows 
it involves much more than that. 
Here are a few of the more important 
things that must be done. 

Lock alj the windows, and if there 
is no open fireplace, fasten a top floor 
window open at the top for circula- 
tion. To forestall, spontaneous com- 
bustion, place floor dusting mopheads 
in covered tin cans, burn olly polish- 
ing cloths and throw out any paper 
and light trash that may have collect- 
ed. Blankets, if they are first clean- 
ed and sprayed with insecticide, are 
safely stored in chest or linen closet. 

Ranges should be given a thorough 
cleaning and coated with stove ofl to 
guard against rust. Motors must be 
oiled, vacuum cleaner bags emptied. 
If you haye a mechanical refrigerator, 
pull out the electrical plug or turn 
out the gas, Foods and soaps should 
be left in mouseproof containers, the 
flour bin should be emptied and all 
paper packages replaced by jars or 
cans. Furnishings, of course, need 
protection against dust, moths, and 
sunlight. OM slip covers suffice for 
wicker, while overstuffed furniture 
should be vacuum cleated and spray- 
ed with insecticide and put out of 
reach of the #un. The windows 
should be hung with clean old cur- 
tains. Carpets and rugs are safer on 
the floor, with the shade half drawn, 
than when they are rolled up and put 
away. 

Finally, notify the local police de- 
partment that there is to be a vacant 
house..

ing the shades only halfway down, 
that the bouse does not look vacant.

Havenga explained that the Govern- 
ment had no desire to embark upon 
a socialistic experiment discouraging 
thrift, or upon a policy of doles. Its 
purpose is to alleviate the hardship 
of penury. The scheme makes no 
provision for natives, but the pen- 
sions for Europeans will be £30, and 
for colored people £18 per annum, 
the mean limit of income being £64 
in the case of white and £35 in re- 
apect of colored people. The total 
cost of the scheme in a complete 
year will be £780,000, and it will in- 
crease annually at the rate of about 
2% per cent. 

The most notable feature of the 
Minister's’ siirvey of the trade activi- 
ties of the Union during the past year 
was his announcement that the wool 
export had increased to the value of 
£17,113,000, or 36 per cent. more than 
the previous year. 

During the four years he has held 
office Mr. Havenga has always had a 
surplus in his budget. His first 
amounted to £800,000, his second to 
£422,000, while last year it was over

New York.—Through business meth- 
ods that will be British and not 
American, the British Empire, within 
the next 20 years, will experience the 
greatest industrial renaissance of 
modern history, This was the opinon 
expressed in New York by Robert 
W. Johnson, American industrialist 
and vice-preaident of Johnson & John- 
son, New Brunswick, NJ. on his re- 
turn from Europe. 

“My tour of English industrial cities 
and my conversations with British in- 
dustrialists and Parliament members 
of the younger generation confirm 4 
conclusion to which I had been moved 
by eight years’ study of world markets 
for American business,” said John- 
gon. 

“! am convinced that Great Britain 
ia to experience the greatest industrial 
revival of modern history.

_ “The King has been pleased to di- 
rect letters patent to be passed under 
the great seal of the realm. granting 
to his Majesty’s son, his Royal High- 
ness Prince Henry William Frederick 
Albert, K.G., C.G.V.0., Captain of the 
Tenth Royal Hussars and the heir 
hale of his body lawfully begotten, the 
dignities of Baron Culloden, Earl of 
Ulster and Dike of Gloucester.” 

It is generally believ: 
Henry will be known in™he future as 
the Duke of Glouéester. Baron Cul- 
loden is a new title. Culloden, Inver- 
ness-shire,.is celebrated in history as

The last Earl of Ulster, who died in 
1425, was a member of the great Mor- 
timer family. He was looked upon by 
partisans of Richard II. as their fu- 
ture king, but the Lancastrian revolu- 
tion upset his claim. 

He later became a stanch and Spir- 
ited supporter of Henry V., fighting 
by his side in the French wars. . His 
kindly character earned for him, the 
name of “Edmund the Good.” 

The other title just granted to 
Prince Henry, the Dukedom of Glou- 
cester, is one of extensive national 
traditions and has a wide historical 
interest. The title has been revived 
for the seventh time during the course 
of five and a half centuries. The duke- 
giom dates from the year 1385, when 
it was conferred upon a younger son 
of Edward IJ]. When he was found 
guilty of treason his title was forfeit- 
ed. “In the year 1414 a son of Henry 
IV. took the title, but as he had no 
eon the title again lapsed. 

It was recreated for Richard, the 
brother of Edward IV., who later be- 
came King Richard III.. With his 
death on Bosworth Field it lapsed 
again. In 1659 the title-was reived 
for a brother of Charles Il., who died 
without ever having married. William 
Ill. made his nephew William the
